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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments do not overcome the rejections of 
record. The arguments are based on a too narrow interpretation of the claim language, specifically, the term "around" and the phrase 
"heated by heat radiated from the susceptor". The term "around" is broad and includes the meaning "near an object". The phrase "heated 
by heat radiated from the susceptor" does not limit or prevent the gas from being heated by other sources in addition to the susceptor. All 
the prior art susceptors are heated and will radiate heat that heats the gas. The arguments on the structure of Sakamoto et al, Inokuchi et 
al, or Shim et al all contain: a misreading of or incorrect interpretation of the figures; ignore the teachings of the figures; or are based on 
embodiments that are not part of the rejection.
